High-risk clinics opening soon

Flu shot clinics resuming this week will only be avail¬ 
able to high-risk groups. All others will be turned away, 
Alberta's top doctor announced over the weekend. 

Unlike most provinces, Alberta has been offering the 
vaccine to anyone over the age of six months who wants 
it and urging those in high-risk groups to get in line early. 

The provincial government moved through about 50,000 
doses of the pandemic vaccine each day as it immunized 
400,000 Albertans. 

The demand for the shot, coupled with a nationwide 
shortage of vaccine production, has taken a toll on the 
province’s vaccine supply. 

Last week, health officials appealed to Albertans to stay 
away from clinics if they weren’t on the federal govern¬ 
ment's priority list, which includes pregnant women, chil¬ 
dren six months to five years of age, people under 65 with 
chronic health problems and those in remote communi¬ 
ties. 

“We are depending on the goodwill of the public to do 
what’s right," said I)r. Gerry Predy, senior medical officer 
of health for Alberta Health Services on Friday. 

“If we had to screen everyone at the front door (to find 
high-risk patients) it would slow the line down." 

Almost two days after I’redy pleaded with the public, 
the province shut down mass immunization clinics and 
announced the coming of a new system that will immu¬ 
nize only high-risk patients. 

“A reduction in vaccine supply is beyond our control,” 
said Dr. Andre Corriveau, chief medical officer of health 
for Alberta. 


“We must now allow the high-risk groups to be 
vaccinated.” 

In the next week Alberta will get a shipment of 80,000 
vaccine doses when it was promised 220,000. 

He said Alberta Health Services will open clinics specif¬ 
ically for target groups, like children, pregnant women 
and those with chronic health conditions. People with 
health conditions may have to prove their eligibility and 
anyone not at high risk will be turned away at the door. 

The weekend scramble to create a new delivery strate¬ 
gy hasn't gone without criticism. Dr. David Swann, leader 
of the Alberta Liberal Party, called for the resignation of 
Health Minister Ron Liepert on Saturday. 

He criticized the province’s poor pandemic planning 
and messaging - which he said confused the general 
public. 

Liepert defended the plan to date, saying high-risk 
groups have always been a priority. Though with national 
polls citing as many as 40 to 60 per cent of Canadians 
unwilling to get the shot, the province decided to 
accommodate those beyond the risk group if they could. 

Now they can’t. 

“Could we have done better? Absolutely. (But) 1 will not 
accept the word mistake...there is no way to look at a six- 
day immunization program that immunized 400,000 citi¬ 
zens and say it was a mistake," said Liepert during a press 
conference, Sunday. 

As early as today, health-care officials could be “very 
strict” about who is allowed the get the pandemic shot 
and public messages will be clear about who qualifies for 
the new program. 

It could be at least two weeks before the public is 
offered the vaccine again.

Didsbury helipad 
shuts down again

The Didsbury helicopter landing pad is the first of eight 
under review this fall to be shut down tem|x>rarily - and it 
could be die only one to close, Alberta Health Services said. 

On I lalloween, the local helijxjrt was suspended because of 
safety and compliance concerns that require the pad lx- 
moved or rebuilt. 

Other heliports under review this fall, including Barrhead 
and Sundre, only require minor fixes and will remain open as 
construction ensues. 

According to AHS officials a private aviation consultant 
hired to do inspections in 2(X)8, found the helipad in violation 
of its registered status - which requires the site to be located 
away from buildings and Ilona's. 

The pad is now surrounded by facilities like Aspen Ridge 
1/xlge and residences that make it dangerous for air ambu¬ 
lances to land. As a result Transport Canada requires the 
health organization to bring the site up to stringent standards 
as a certified landing pad. The improvements would cost up 
to $ 1(H),000; the most expeasive fix AHS would be expected 
to do. 

With a growing deficit, AHS officials say the organization 
mast give careful consideration on whether to pay the dollars 
to fix the helipad or close it permanently. 

This gives Mayor Brian Wittal a sense of deja vu. 

Five months ago Allx'rta Health Services shut down the 
Didsbury heliport for the same reasons, based on the 2008 
inspection report. 

The superboard said it failed to meet federal regulations 
and as a result would close the pad for at least three months 
while the board determined whether it would lx> upgraded 
to proper Transport Canada standards or shut down 
permanently. 

After much public outcry the board reopened the helipad 
but warned the public it could still face closure pending the 
outcome of a provincewide 
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Transport Canada ****** ,he heH P^ was 
in a built-up area and had to 
be certified we could have shut it down, but (AHS) told us 
they would like to make the safety improvements required 
for the helipad to meet certification requirements,” said 
Andrea Rudniski, spokeswoman for Thuisjxul Canada. 

Thinsport Canada agnxxl to sup|x>rt the request. 

Two weeks ago the federal regulators receiv ed a phone call 
from spokespeople at AHS saying the organization would not 
only fail to meet the Octolx'r 31 deadline for upgrades but 
that they hadn't started any work on the site at all. 

Thutsport Canada told the superboard to either shut down 
the heliport by Halloween or the federal regulators would do 
it for them. AHS suspended the |x>rt.

As a result of the crowds at the clinic, 
nurses in Didsbury found they had to 
abandon the seasonal flu vaccine pro¬ 
gram and focus primarily on distributing 
the H1N1 vaccine. 

The province originally told the public 
both the H1N1 and seasonal shot were 
to be offered simultaneously to pat ients, 
though now medical officials say it’s the 
clinic’s prerogative to suspend the sea¬ 
sonal program if they need to speed up 
the immunization process for the pan¬ 
demic shot. 

The seasonal flu vaccine will be 
offered again once the majority of 
Albertans are immunized against H1N1. 


hallway from the Connelly couple was a 
group of five from Olds looking to get 
the vaccine, including Tom Harrison. 
Nearly a week ago, his wife was taken to 
the Foothills Medical Centre for a heart 
attack and x-rays showed she had MINI.

vital. Any vital services, such as day¬ 
care or public works will be main¬ 
tained in the midst of an emergency, 
while desired and necessary pro¬ 
grams, such as swimming lessons or 
family counselling, are cut. Staff will 
be juggled to focus on the vital servic¬ 
es. 

Derek Sutherland, director of emer¬ 
gency management, said the town is 
prepared to handle this pandemic and 
whatever it throws their way. 

“So far there has been more work¬ 
load on staff but we’ve been able to 
keep up...I am not sure what will tip 
the balance,” he said. 

“But we may see some things close 
as people get sick and staff are reallo¬ 
cated.” 

This is the first time the town has 
used the pandemic plan, according to 
both Sutherland ami Wittal. 

“There has never been nothing that 
has had the potential to take out as 
many staff in such a short period of 
time as this flu...it’s one of the more 
severe situations we face in that 
regard," Wittal said. 


Town officials could start suspend¬ 
ing local programs this month if more 
municipal staff are struck down by the 
pandemic. 

Last week, this town was short 30 
per cent of its employees “due to the 
onset of the H1N1 virus,” a press 
release said. 

As a result, the town is enacting its 
pandemic plan and warning the com¬ 
munity non-essential services could 
be cut temporarily. 

Families are being advised to call 
places like the Didsbury Memorial 
Centre pool and Neighborhood Place 
to make sure scheduled events are 
still available. 

“There have been enough sick that 
there is concern...we wanted to let 
people know that we could reduce 
services to accommodate for staff 
restrictions,” said Mayor Brian Wittal. 

In the pandemic plan the town

Chris Mazurkewich, 
AHS executive vice-presi¬ 
dent and chief financial 
officer defended the lack 
of fixes and decisions 
about this local heliport, 
saying the pandemic has 
eaten up all of the board's 
resources. Until issues 
around H1N1 have largely 
died down, the heliport 
will continue to fall to the 
wayside. 

The final decision for 
the helipad - whether to 
make improvements or 
not - will be made by 
December or January and 
consultations with town 
council or the general 
public will be done in the 
next two months. 

The mayor is looking 
forward to the meeting, 
which he said should help 
answer a lot of questions 
that still remain. He wish¬ 
es though, that the con¬ 
sultation happened earlier 
as was promised. 

When the helipad was 
given a reprieve in July, 
AHS had said it would 
consult with communities 
before October 31. which 
they have not done in 
Didsbury. 

"It’s only now that they 
closed it again that they 
are doing consultations,” 
Wittal said. Carstairs 

Mayor Lance Colby, 
who heard of the closures 
last Friday, said he is con¬ 
cerned about the second 
round of closure and 
plans to be involved in the 
meetings with AHS. 

“I don’t understand why 
it’s critical to shut the hel¬ 
iport down now,” he said. 

“The issues have always 
been the same and we’ve 
had Aspen Ridge built for 
awhile.” 

He said he is also still 
wary about the motives 
behind the closure. AHS 
has denied any relation 
between helipad closures 
and further downsizing of 
rural hospitals but Colby 
isn’t too sure. 

“Things have changed 
so quickly as it is...it’s 
scary. Our biggest con¬ 
cern is if they will limit 
more of what (the hospi¬ 
tal) can do,” he said. 

While the landing pad is 
closed down, patients 
who need helicopter sup¬ 
port will be driven by 
ground ambulance to the 
airport, nine kilometres 
away. STARS will meet 
the patient there. It is tin* 
same scenario as pro¬ 
posed in June when the 
pad first closed. 

“I see this as tempo¬ 
rary...but it is not an 
effective or efficient solu¬ 
tion for the long term,” 
Wittal said. 

“From a safety perspec¬ 
tive... this could delay the 
amount of time it takes a 
patient to get to the heli¬ 
copter...and the greater 
delay, the greater chance 
patients could be impact- 


gifts. There are 730 pairs of 
one-size-fits-all mittens and 
50 matching sets of tuques 
and scarves. 

“These kids art* just going 
to love this,” she said. 

“I will call kids down (to a 
room) and tear open these 
bags so it will just be a free- 
for-all.” 

A lot of the children 
Robertson works with need 
winter gear. They may be 
from single parent families 
that rely on food banks or 
social assistance and can’t 
always give their children 
appropriate wear. 

These local women are 
providing a real service, she 
said. 

“And what’s even better is 
these children really value 
what they are given. 1 had 
some come up to me this 
year to say they still have 
their mittens. They are just 
so proud of them.” 

Robertson doubts she 
will have anything left over. 
Last year the district said 
that they would give the 
remaining knits to the dis¬ 
trict’s reception centre, 
which works with immi¬ 
grant students. Though, 
there were no extras then 
either. 

Bennett and Ryan are 
glad to know their efforts 
are well enjoyed and they 
plan to continue to warm 
hands for as long as they 
can. 

“We just enjoy doing 
this...it gives you a warm 
feeling.”

A proposed law now before the 
legislature that would compel 
^ health-care workers to report 

cases of gunshot and stab wounds 

lo police puts doctors, nurses and 

pai'amcdics at unreasonable risk 

Under the Gunshot and Stab 
Wound Mandatory Disclosure Act, health-care 
workers would be required by law to report such 
wounds, except when they are self-inflicted or acci- 
dential. 

If the legislation passes, health workers will be 
required to provide the patient’s name, type of 
wound, and the location where paramedics treated 
the patient prior to being brought to the hospital. 

Supporters of the legislation say it will help police 
better target gangs and other violent offenders. 

“This proposed legislation supports our govern¬ 
ment’s commitment to safer communities because 
information police receive as a result of this legisla¬ 
tion can help them prevent further violence, injury 
or death,” said Solicitor General Fred Lindsay. 

Conservative MLA Dave Quest, who introduced 
the legislation, added: “It will balance a patient’s 
right to privacy of health information with law 
enforcement’s need for information to help keep 
the public safe.” 

While no one can argue that police should receive 
all the help they can get when it comes to fighting 
gangs and other offenders, this new legislation has 
one glaring fault. 

That is, it creates a situation where health work¬ 
ers may be forced to choose between breaking the 
law or protecting themselves and their co-workers 
from violent attack. 

For example, what happens when a violent 
offender, say a gang member, is brought into an 
emergency room with a gunshot wound and threat¬ 
ens health staff that if they contact police they will 
themselves be harmed? 

like everyone else, gang members will very quick¬ 
ly become aware that once this legislation passes 
health workers will be compelled to contact police. 

And that will, in turn, create a situation where the 
offender may believe he or she has no option but to 
threaten or even harm health-care workers to keep 
them from reporting. 

Gang members can and will do anything to avoid 
police attention. Is it reasonable to put health-care 
workers in that line of fire? No, it’s not. 

Unless the Stelmach government is prepared to 
provide round-the-clock police protection to emer¬ 
gency room doctors, nurses and paramedics, this 
proposed new law should be scrapped. 

And if it is passed, then government MLAs better 
be prepared to deal with the fallout if gangsters or 
other violent offenders target a doctor or must 1 or 
paramedic as a result. 

If the Stelmach government wants to do more to 
fight crime, it should give police more resource's - 
and leave health-care workers out of it.

AHS discusses hospital helipad closure 


Transport Canada and Alberta Health Services agree that 
for safety reasons the Didsbury helipad must l>e closed, 
effective October 31, 2009. The Didsbury' helipad Ls in an 
unapproved, built-up area (there are buildings nearby) and 
cannot be kept open at this time. October 31, 2009 was the 
Transport Canada deadline for the site to be closed unless 
certification requirements were met 
A long-term decision on the Didsbury helipad has not been 
made, subject to discussions with the community as commit¬ 
ted to by the Alberta Health Services Board earlier this year. 
This discussion will lx* linked into the work related to the 
Rural Health Strategy and Patient Transportation Plan. 

Recommendations from the Patient Transportation Platt 
will be finalized over the coming weeks and discussed with 
the community as part of the Rural Health Strategy in com¬ 
ing months. The decision to remediate must align with rec¬ 
ommendations arising from the plans. 

In the interim, after October 31, helicopter support to 
patients in the Didsbury Hospital will continue to be avail¬ 
able through the use of the local municipal air|>ort, with 
ground ambulance support. The Didsbury helipad receives 
on average 13 patients a year. The local airport in Didsbury Ls 
located approximately nine kilometers from town and Ls 


capable of landing fixed-wing and rotary-wing air ambu¬ 
lances. STARS air ambulance has agreed to land at the air¬ 
port in the interim. 

Ground ambulance transport followed by air ambulance 
transfer is common practice elsewhere in the province for 
hospitals without helipads and patients are s;ift'ly transport¬ 
ed every day using these modalities. 

Ground ambulance crews have the expertise to manage 
the care of the patients during the transfer to the municipal 
airport. If the patient’s condition is particularly unstable, the 
ground ambulance crew will transport the STARS crew to 
the hospital and once stabilized, the patient and the crew are 
transported back to the aiq>ort for helicopter transfer.

Maurice St. Onge will 
never forget the Korean 
War ;uul the lives lost and 
he’s fighting to make sure 
others don't forget either 

Though at times it feels 
like a losing battle, he said. 

“They call it the forgotten 
war...we aren’t usually rec¬ 
ognized on Remembrance 
Day like World W’ar II vets, 
but people died in Korea as 
well. We ate food from the 
day before, we slept on 
cold, hard ground and got 
shot at," he said. 

It list'd to anger him that 
people - and the Canadian 
government - failed to rec¬ 
ognize veterans of the 
Korean War like him. 

He fought for ten years to 
get his pension and contin¬ 
ues to try and bring aware¬ 
ness about the conflict to 
new generations during 
Remembrance Day cere¬ 
monies. 

St. ()nge was a 21-year-old 
francophone soldier when 
he was assigned to the 25th 
brigade in Korea as a radio 
operator. It was 1951. 

“It was just after the sec¬ 
ond world war when I 
joined up. The jobs weren’t 
plentiful and I couldn’t see 
myself going anywhere. 1 
had to leave,” he said. 

And he found himself in a 
country as brutal as it is for¬ 
eign. 

He lived, slept and

worked in a tent that could 
be pulled up at a moment’s 
notice to avoid enemy sol¬ 
diers and bullets were 
always flying his way. 

“The radio operators 
would be in a tent and our 
superior in another. People 
from out in the field would 
call us and say whether they 
were under attack or if 
someone broke the line,” he 
said. 

“We would ring the bell 
for our superior to come 
over to our tent and he’d 
decided whether artillery 
was needed or an air 
strike." 

Often the radio operators 
were the only connection 
between those in the field 
or air and superiors at the 
tent base. 

“I saw some terrible 
things. One night I was 
working on the American 
side and it was overrun by 
the Chinese...I don’t really 
want to talk or think about 
it,” he said. 

Thi' nightmares come less 
frequently these days and 
he wants to keep it that 
way. 

Tlie Korean War, which 
started bet ween North and 
South Korea in June 1950, 
was “difficult for many rea¬ 
sons,” St. Onge said. 

It was fought w ith guerilla 
warfare so North Koreans 
wore no uniforms. St. Onge 
said they couldn’t distin¬ 
guish between civilian and 
soldier, North Korean and 
South. Even the Chinese 


abandoned a common uni¬ 
form when they joined the 
light. 

“You never know who you 
were talking to. You never 
knew what to expect" he 
said. 

Canadian and American 
soldiers would shout out a 
word in Korean if they saw 
someone coming and if they 
weren’t answered t hey 
knew it was a Chinese sol¬ 
dier walking towards camp. 
The military police would 
be called anil the soldier 
taken away. 

“I remember when a 
friend of mine was con¬ 
fronted by one of them 
guys. He phoned the MP 
(military police) and they 
were there right away,” he 
said. 

“It turned out the guy was 
a spy, taking pictures of 
where we were. So when 
we heard that, we packed 
up at 10 in the morning and 
were somewhere else hy 10 
at night." 

Radio operators had to be 
on standby for 24 hours a 
day to take information 
from the field. The brass 
often gave soldiers a two- 
month reprieve from the 
job so they could relax and 
take time away from the 
stress of battle. St. Onge 
would play cards, bowl, 
read or write during his 
time away from the radio. 
Often he’d pull out a pile of 
letters sent to him by his 
girlfriend and now wife, 
Mary. He couldn’t read them 


while hi* was on the job 
with all the racket of bombs 
and artillery and would 
store them in his backpack 
to read later. 

“I think these things were 
important. We needed a link 
to civilization because there 
is no civilization in a war,” 
he said. 

He still has those letters 
sent to him in Korea. 

In 1953, the year the con¬ 
flict paused with an 
armistice, St. Onge went 
home. It bothered him that 
there was no end to the con¬ 
flict like the soldiers of the 
Second World War had in 
1945. 

“There wasn’t really any 
closure," he said. 

The conflict continues 
today. 

Now at 79 years old St. 
Onge said he hopes at 
Remembrance Day cere¬ 
monies new generations 
leant from the wars of the 
past and prevent them from 
happening in the future. 
Wars like the Afghanistan 
conflict, he said, which will 
turn out much in the same 
way the Korean War did - 
lots of lives lost and no bat¬ 
tle won. 

“The point of this is not to 
repeat mistakes... the 

Korean war was never won 
and the Afghanistan war is 
also not something that can 
ever be finished. It’s terri¬ 
ble,” he said. 

“It is a war negotiated by 
politicians and that’s the 
way it is."

Didsbury RCMP is hoping witnesses of a vicious 
assault outside of Barley’s Pub two weeks ago will 
come forward to assist in catching the person respon¬ 
sible. 

Police and EMS crews were dispatched to the pub on 
Oct. 23 at about 11:30 p.m. after Carstairs local Josh 
Thompson was attacked on the street, leaving him 
with serious injuries. 

Earlier that evening, police say that Thompson was 
engaged in a dispute with a couple inside the pub. 
After leaving the building, a friend of the couple went 
out to confront Thompson. 

“He was outside at the time and a friend of the cou¬ 
ple in there went out to speak with him and at that 
time the suspect pulled out a blunt object and struck 
the victim two to three times in the head," says Sgt. 
Jeff Jacobson. 

Thompson, 28, told the Courier that before the 
attack, the suspect had attempted to run him down 
with his car “and he jumped out and he was kind of 
hiding the weapon—I didn’t even see the weapon and 
he blindsided me basically.” 

Thompson was taken to Foothills Medical Centre in 
Calgary with a compressed skull fracture. He spent 
four hours in surgery as doctors bridged his skull back 
together. He was released from hospital last Tuesday 
and is currently recovering at home. 

He says his condition has improved since the inci¬ 
dent, but notes it’ll be a few months before he will fully 
recover and be able to return to work. 

“My right hand is kind of screwed and 1 have to go in 
for speech therapy and physiotherapy,” he says. 

“It’s frustrating as hell. I’m right handed, so not being 
able to use my right hand is very frustrating.” 

Following the attack the suspect fled the scene in a 
silver four-door car described as possibly being a 
Pontiac Grand Am or Grand Prix. The suspect is 
described as a white male in his early 30s to 40s. He 
has brown hair and is balding, has a pockmarked faced 
with a mustache, stands approximately five foot 10 
inches tall with a medium build, and was wearing jeans 
and a grey long-sleeve shirt. 

“We continue to investigate and attempt to identify 
the suspect. Any witnesses to this incident are asked 
to contact the local RCMP,” says Jacobson. 

When the brutality of the crime is taken into consid¬ 
eration, Jacobson says this particular incident is 
unusual because it involved a weapon. 

“Typically in this area we have not seen a whole lot 
of assaults where weapons are involved, so it is an 
unusual assault for our area."
